II. FUNCTIONS & SCOPE : 

. To report the action taken by the Standing Committee on the 
report of the Sub-Committee which was appointed by the Board at its last 
annual meeting to review the provisions in the different university Acts 
which are detrimental to academic efficiency and to take suitable action 
on the same. 


NOTE : The Sub-Ccmmittee consisting of Dr. C.P. Ramaswami 
Aiyar, Dr. A. L. Mudaliar, Dr, C.D. Dcshmukh, 

Dr. K. L. Shrimali and Dr. B. ;telik met at Delhi on 
17th March 1966. A comprehensive analysis of the 
various university Acts under different headings 
was prepared by the office and placed before the 
Committee. It had also before it the recommendations 
made by the Model Act Correnittee Report. The Sub¬ 
committee decided to recommend to the Standing Commit¬ 
tee to submit a Memorandum to the Prime Minister 
drawing the attention of the Prime Minister to the 
importance of and significance attached to "autonomy" 
by universities. 

The Standing Committee met on 18th March, 1966 and 
decided to wait in a deputation on the Prime Minister 
and submit a memorandum. 

A deputation of the Board consisting of the members 
of the Sub-Coiranittee and the Secretary met the Prime 
Minister and presented a Memorandum to her which is 



reproduced belows- 


"During the last few months the question of the 
importance of University autonomy has come very 
much to the forefront as a result of a number of 
amendments made by State Legislatures to their 
University Acts* There has been a wide-spread 
feeling that some of the amendments encroach on 
University autonomy in a manner that threatens 
the effective functioning of the Universities 
concerned. Instances in point are amendments made 
by the Legislature of Andhra Pradesh and some other 
States. 

The Inter-University Board of India and Ceylon at 
its 41st annual meeting held at Mysore in February 
1966 therefore paid special attention to this 
question and after very careful consideration passed 
the following resolution:- 

"The Inter-University Board notes with grave concern 
and anxiety some of the recent amendments to University 
Acts in different States and the consequent deprivation 
of the academic freedom and responsibility of the 
Universities. 

"In particular the Board is gravely concerned over those 
recent amendments whereby the Vice-Chancellor of the 
University is subjected to conditions of service which 
the academic world regards as humiliating and the 
University itself is sought to be controlled by 
directions likely to be issued on political and acade¬ 
mically invalid considerations. In the opinion of the 
. Inter-University Board, this is wholly inconsistent wit^ 
the spirit of the Universities and is likely to lead to * 
the Universities becoming incaoable of discharging their 
functions efficiently. 

*The Inter-University Board is firmly of opinion that 
the mere fact that certain contributions are made by a 
State Government or even by the Centre cannot be a 
justification to bring about changes which will radi¬ 
cally alter the composition, the working and efficiency 
of the Universities and humiliate the Universities 
concerned in the eyes of the academic world. The Board 
is of the opinion that a statutorily established Univer¬ 
sity is practically in the same position as a statuto¬ 
rily established political Government and the mere fact 
that the legislatures of such Governments have certain 
powers of legislation should not be utilised to lower 
the reputation of Indian Universities and to make their 
efficient working impossible. 
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"The Board therefore resolves, before taking any further 
steps in the matter, to appoint a Committee to review 
the provisions in the different University Acts and the 
innovations that have been made which are detrimental to 
academic efficiency and the honour and dignity of 
Universities and to suggest ways and means by which 
things can be improved so as to establish cordial 
relations with the Government of the day consistent with 
the position of the Universities. The Board is of 
opinion that unless the Vice-Chancellor of a University 
is able to command the confidence of his colleagues and 
the respect of the students and unless there is sympathy 
and good relationship with the Government, no University 
can function well. 

"The members of the Committee are: Dr. C.P. Ramaswami 
Aiyar, Vice-Chancellor, Annamalai University(Chairman 
of the Inter-University Board); Dr. A. L. Mudaliar, Vice- 
Chart ellor, Madras University; Dr. C.D. Deshmukh, Vice- 
Chancellor, Delhi University; Dr. K. L. Shrimali, Vice- 
Chancellor, Mysore University; Dr. B. Malik, Vice- 
Chancellor, Calcutta University; and Dr. G.S. Mahajani, 
Vice-Chancellor, Udaipur University." 

The Sub-Committee met at Delhi on 27th March, 1966. The 
Committee had before it the results of the examination 
of the various University Acts as well as the recommen¬ 
dations made by the Model Act Committee Report set up 

by the Ministry of Education under the Chairmanship of 
y y Dr. D.S. Kothari. 

By virtue of the generally accepted view regarding their 
intellectual leadership of the community, Universities 
are the key to social and economic progress. Therefore 
it is important that the Universities should be helped 
to grow and develop their personalities unhindered by 
extraneous pressures. The fullest possible measure of 
autonomy is indispensable for their proper functioning 
and growth in the interests of the country's advance¬ 
ment and it is essential to draw attention to and 
oppose effectively any tendencies contrary to this 
objective. Keeping these considerations in mind the 
Committee recommended as follows: 

1) The President of India, as in the case of the 
Rajasthan University, should be the Visitor of every 
University in the country, 

2 ) The practice of having State Governors as Chancel¬ 
lors of Universities in their States has much in its 
favour, but, only if the Chancellors function in their 
individual capacity, consulting the State Governments 
only when they consider it necessary. 
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3) Legislatures may and indeed should discuss matters ^ 
of educational policy, but in order not to hamper the 
Universities in their day to day functioning they should 
refrain from discussing matters which fall essentially 
and peculiarly within the domestic jurisdiction of the 
Universities, * 

4) No minister should hold any office in a University 
ex-officio. 

5) Provisions in certain recent University Acts for 
issuing directives or giving instructions to Universi¬ 
ties are particularly obnoxious and must be deleted. 

Such provisions would inevitably lead to violations of 
the autonomy of Universities. There is no reason to 
believe that the authority which issues instructions to^ 
Universities is more competent to decide essentially 
academic issues than the University itself which is 
functionally best constituted to deal with these 
problems. 

6 ) Conditions of service for Vicez-ChanceiloJs.should not 
be made humiliating or unattractive in any manner so 

that suitable people may not feel deterred from accept¬ 
ing the post of Vice-Chancellorship. 

7) As in various countries, notably in England, a 
convention should be evolved whereby the judiciary 

suo motu treats Universities as a sector of public life 
which should be allowed to regulate its own affairs. 

8 ) In order to ensure autonomy for Universities it is 
important that the Finance Commission while allocating * 
resources to States every five years should state as 
precisely as possible those considerations which have 
led it to allocate resources in a certain manner. At 
present while the Finance Commission allows increased 
resources to States at the time of its recommendations, 
the amount required for Universities is not always 
allotted to them with the result that Universities, in 
the absence of adequate resources, do not function 
effectively. 

9) Over the last few years University Acts have been 
amended frequently and not always on the basis of 
academic considerations or other adequate reasons. 

However some of them need to be amended now in the light 
of recommendations made by the Model Act Committee « 
Report as finally approved by the Inter-University 
Board and the University Grants Commission. 
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To sum up, the Inter-University Board seeks support in 
. two directions from everyone in a position to helps 

A) to secure deletion of some of the provisions 
mentioned above, which seem to them to detract 
from University autonomy, e.g. 

i) provision for the removal of Vice-Chancellor 
after an enquiry by an outside authority; 

ii) the issue of directives by an outside authority 
to the University; 

iii) nomination of Ministers as Pro-Chancellors — 
ex-officio; 

iv) appointment of Pro-Vice-Chancellors without 
consulting the Vice-Chancellor, 

B) to have the existing University Acts amended in 
terms of the recommendations made by the Model 
Act Committee as finally approved by the Inter- 
University Board and the University Grants 
Commission." 

The recommendations of the Standing Committee in respect 
of university Acts and their observations on the Model 
Act Committee Report are given at Appendix III. 

2# To report the resolution of the Standing Committee which met at 

Bombay on 11th May 1966 on the UGC Amending Bill. 

Res. No.21: 


"With regard to the UGC Amending Bill, while the 
Standing Committee found itself in substantial 
agreement with most of the clauses, it did not 
feel that the exclusion of Vice-Chancellors from 
membership of the UGC was a step in the right 
direction. The Secretary was authorised to write 
a letter to the Union Minister of Education 
explaining the attitude of the Inter-University 
Board in this behalf." 

NOTE s The d.o. letter dated 26th May 1966 written to the 
Minister of Education by the Secretary of the Board 
Is reproduced belows- 

"At a meeting of the Standing Committee held on 11th May 
1966, at Bombay, one of the items considered was the UGC 
Amending Bill recently introduced in the Rajya Sabha. In 
view of the opinions expressed at the meeting, I am 
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directed to write as under; 

While the Inter-University Board welcomes most of the 
amending provisions in the Bill and finds itself in 
substantial agreement with them, it does not feel that 
excluding the Vice-Chancellors and Heads of Institution; 
which can receive grants from the UGC % from the member¬ 
ship of the Commission is a step in the right direction. 
The case against the presence of Vice-Chancellors on the 
UGC can be argued quite forcefully (as has been done by 
the Sapru Committee), but the point to consider is; Will 
there be distinct and unmistakeable advantages in 
excluding them from the membership of this body or will 
it mean exchanging one set of disadvantages in return 
for for another set of disadvantages? 

If the UGC in Great Britain does not have Vice-Chancel- 1 
lors as its members, that is because the principal 
function of that body is to make grants to universities. 
In our country the situation is basically different. 

Here, apart from making grants to Universities, the UGC 
is charged with the duty of coordination and maintenance 
of standards which, by any definition, is an academic 
function. The exclusion of Vice-Chancellors from the 
membership of the UGC would, it is feared, weaken the 
academic character and capability of the UGC. 

To some extent, this danger can no doubt be obviated by 
appointing University monto the Commission. In today's 
situation, however, only a few individuals of thr right 
calibre and experience would.fee available for membership 
of the UGC. Therefore, the Government will have to turn 
more to retired Vice-Chancellors than to any other 
category of ,persons for membership of the Commission. 
Technically speaking,.a distinction could be drawn 
between a serving Vice-Chancellor and a retired Vice- 
Chancellor. But we- are not exactly sure that the 
difference is so significant as to justify the exclusion 
of serving Vice-Chancellors altogether. 

On the contrary, it is the firm conviction of the Inter- 
University Board that the UGC has definitely benefittod 
by the presence of and participation in its deliberations 
by its Vice-Chancellor-members, There will be ample 
proof forthcoming that by virtue of their wide and 
varied experience and knowledge of Universities, they 
have "assisted the Commission in a number of ways. It 
would be no exaggeration to say that the successful 
functioning of the UGC ever since its establishment 
owes a great deal to their participation in its deli¬ 
berations. To overlook this positive role of theirs 
and to focus attention on one or two unfavourable 
features, about which opinion may well be divided, is

neither right nor a helpful.pointer to future policies; 

As a matter of fact, it is understood that their mode 
of functioning in the UGC is regulated by a convention 
according to which a Vice-Chancellor-member of the UGC 
refrains from saying anything when his own University 
is under discussion. There is no reason to believe 
that this convention has not been observed both in 
letter and spirit. To.this extent the insertion of this 
amending clause is something which needs to be justified 
explicitly rather than by leaving room for interferences 
casting reflection on the number of distinguished Vice-* 
Chancellors that have served as members of the 
Commission. 

In a Memorandum submitted to the Education Commission by 
the Inter-University Board (enclosed with Item No.VIII 
( 3 ). it has been argued that in order to maintain close 
and effective liaison between it and the UGC # it is 
important that both should have at least one member from 
the other body sitting on their respective Councils. In 
line with that suggestion it is proposed for your consi¬ 
deration that should this particular amendment go through 
despite the Inter-University Board's protest, in the 
re-eonstituted UGC the representatives of Universities 
(without necessarily excluding Vice-Chancellors) sitting 
on it might at any rate be nominated by the IUB. It 
goes without saying that in making these nominations 
the IUB will be guided by all those considerations 
which have been guiding your Ministry in selecting them 
now. 

This is something which is proposed for your consi¬ 
deration. Should you think it necessary to discuss 
this matter further, Dr. C.D. Deshmukh who attended 
this meeting where these opinions were expressed, 
would be happy to call upon you at your convenience 
and discuss this matter in all its bearings on behalf 
of the Standing Committee of the IUB." 

3 , To report the resolution of the Standing Committee on question 

of affiliation of agricultural colleges to universities as pointed out by-the 
ICAR. 

NOTE ; The Board at its last annual meeting while considering the 
proposal of the ICAR to make "procedure of granting affi¬ 
liation to agricultural colleges by universities more 
effective so as to ensure the maintenance of proper 
standards and eliminate mushroom agricultural colleges in 
the country" resolved to circulate the note of the ICAR 
to the universities concerned and have the matter examined 
- by the Standing Committee. 

The note of the ICAR was sent to the Vice-Chancellors of 
Agra, Allahabad and Gorakhpur Universities and the comments 
received from them were placed before the Standing Commit¬ 
tee at its meeting held at Delhi on 5/6th August 1966. 
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The Standing Committee's resolution on the subject is 
reproduced below:- 

"RESOLVED that in view of the foregoing considerations, 
the throe universities concerned in this matter be asked 
to keep an yearly watch on the progress being made by 
these Agricultural Colleges in their own jurisdiction 
and that the Inter-University Eoard be kept informed 
of the progress reports received in this regard." 

NOTE : The explanatory note received from the ICAR 
and the comments received from Agra and 
Allahabad Universities are given at Appendix IV), 

4. To consider devising suitable machinery to determine the 

suitability of qualifications at school level for the purpose of admission 
to university courses. 

Explanatory Note received from the Ministry of Education in this 
behalf is reproduced below:- 

"Ministry of Education receives a number of requests from indi¬ 
viduals and others (including State Governments) seeking advice 
as to whether certain qualifications can.be equated to Mrtri- 
culation/Higher Secondary or their equivalent for the purpose of 
admission to the universities of India. Sometimes requests are 
received asking the Government to so equate certain examinations. 
Two such requests are listed belows- 

1. Request from Ananda Morga P^acharka Sangha of IVost Bengal, 
for recognition of certificates issued by the 5rngha. 

2. Recognition of Kerala State S.S.L.C. as equivalent to 
S.S.L.C. in the Southern States especially Madras University 
for the purpose of admissions to Universities. 

The need for such a large number of new cases requiring recog¬ 
nition has arisen because of huge expansion of educational 
facilities at all stages, particularly at the secondary stages. 
Organisations working in the field have launched on new experi¬ 
ments in education. The need is therefore felt for a professional 
body which should be equipped to determine the standards of 
qualifications for purposes of admission to universities. 

The Inter-University Board in its 39th Annual Meeting held at 
Varanasi in December 1963 considered the following item; 

"To consider the desirability of setting up a Committee 
to determine the equivalence of the various degrees and 
diplomas granted by the Chartered Universities. 

(Panjab University)" 
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’Mho Board resolved to collect the necessary information 
and compile it so that it may be made available to any 
university which wants the information,” 

It will, however, be seen that the above item pertains to the 
equivalence of various degrees and diplomas granted by the 
Chartered Universities only. 

It is suggested that the Inter-University Board may consider 
the desirability of setting up a Committee/Body which can 
give expert advice to the Universities regarding admitting 
pupils who hold school leaving certificates which at present 
are not recognised.’* 

2. The Standing Committee mooting hold on 14/15th October 1966 
resolved as follows in this behalf:- 

i) The membership of the Eouivalence Committee be enlarged so as 
to have at least five members including the Chairman and the 
Secretary of the Inter-University Board. 

ii) The Secretary be asked to put up concrete proposals with regard 
to the strengthening of the devision dealing with equivalences 
and recognition in the office of the Board. 

iii) The Finance Committee be asked to look into the financial 
implications of the proposals and devise ways and means of 
raising the necessary resources for the purpose,

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"1. The Sub-Coimiittee noted that the Finance Commissions make 
provisions for sufficient funds to State Governments to meet their 
corranittod expenditure under various heads including University edu¬ 
cation. The present practice is that those funds meant for Univer¬ 
sities are not separately indicated but are included in the general 
pool of funds that are transferred from the Centre to the States. 
Once the funds are in the hands of the State Governments, it is 
upto them to allocate the' required funds to the Universities. 
Experience shows that the Universities are not always able to get 
required funds from the States though the necessary devolution might 
have taken place from the Centre to the States. This situation can 
be met if instead of appointing a quinquennial Finance Commission, 
the President of India sets up a Standing Finance Commission. Such 
a Standing Finance Commission would be in a far bettor position to 
look after proper allocation of non-plan funds to different sectors 
including Universities. Thus the Universities could get development 
grants from the Planning Commission or the UGC, and non-plan grants 
through the funds allotted by the Finance Commission. 

2. At present the concept of f i Maintenance Grant 1 is not clearly 
defined. Every year owing to increase in numbers, additional 
expenses has to be incurred. To describe it as 'Developmental 
Expenditure' is misleading. In all financial allocations, there¬ 
fore, due margins of trend increase per year (based on past 
experience) should be allowed so that the regular work of univer¬ 
sities and colleges does not suffer. 

According to present financial procedures the needs of colleges 
are not attended to properly. In most States it is the Departments 
of Education that deal with colleges. These Departments are by 
virtue of their traditional functioning more attuned to dealing with 
schools than with colleges. A procedure has, therefore, to be 
devised to moot the needs of colleges whore of our students are 
studying, 

4. Financial sanctions should not be allowed to impinge upon 
University autonomy. To achieve this objective it is important 
that five-yearly grants (Block grants) should be fixed and these 
grants should be based on the assumption of increasing numbers 
every year. 

5. A mechanism should be devised whereby the States and the 
University Grants Commission consult each other very often. There 
is a provision in the UGC Act for this body tendering advice to the 
States. This provision should be made use of in order to ensure 
co-ordination and maintenance of standards. 

6 . Ttie University Grants Commission should have a cell in its 
office which should undertake to study trends of developments of 
universities in various States in relation to their financial 
expenditure and other criteria and the dealings of the UGC with 
the State Governments for purposes of consultation should be based 
on the date supplied by such a cell. 
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7# At the State level it. would be appropriate to have a Commit¬ 
tee of all the Vice-Chancellors sitting together alongwith the 
various others associated people to review the question of 
allocations to universities. It would also be desirable to give 
a formal status to this body and some thought might be given to 
how this body can be made effective in its day to day ' ‘ 

functioning*” 

To approve the Memorandum and Rules of Association of University 
Adult Education Conference* 

NOTE * Dr, M.S, Mehta, Convenor, Indian Conference on University 
Adult Education has written as follows: 

"May I invite your attention to the Resolution which was 
adopted by the Vice-Chancellors and other representatives 
of Indian Universities who attended a Conference of Bhopal 
in July 1965, 

2, In accordance with that decision the Committee (which was 
set up for the purpose) held three meetings and has now drawn 
up a constitution of the body which would strive to achieve 
the purpose the Conference had in view, namely to stimulate 
and promote efforts on the part of Universities to strengthen 
the cause of "continuing” education (or extra mural studies) 
in the country. 

3. This draft constitution is now ready for circulation to 
the Universities, But before this is done, it would be perhaps 
appropriate, even desirable, that it is considered by the 
Standing Committee of the Inter-University Board and receives 
its eupport and blessing. In fact- we should look forward to 
the time when the functions of the proposed organisation are 
discharged by the IUB itself, or at any rate the two bodies 
work very closely together in the pursuit of this objective. 

In some other countries there are separate Associations or 
Organisations active in co-ordinating University Adult 
Education work. They function as clearing houses for ideas 
and experience and also for producing literature on the 
subject* 

4, It is obviously desirable that the Inter-University Board 
is as closely associated and involved in this undertaking as 
possible. When the IUB would be ready to take it over 
completely, the proposed organisation may be merged in the 
Board, or may survive only to convene periodical conferences 
for the purpose. But this relates to what would be done in 
the future. Let us do something about it now. 

5. May I request you kindly to put this letter before the 
Standing Committee and have the draft constitution appended 
herewith considered by itw On receiving your Committee’s 
approval, steps will be taken to get it finalised by the 
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Universities and further steps would be taken in the same 
direction," 

This letter was considered by the Standing Committee of the 
Inter-University Board when it met on 5/6th August 1966 at 
Delhi and adopted the following resolution: 

"Dr, C.D. Deshmukh, Vice-Chancellor, University of Delhi, Delhi; 
explained in some detail the concept of continuing education 
which the Indian Universities had so far accepted only 
partially and haltingly. In his opinion the initiative taken 
by the Indian Conference of University Adult Education at 
Bhopal last year was to be welcomed and supported. 

After some further discussion it was resolved to approve the 
Constitution as drawn up by the Indian Conference on University 
Adult Education and to circulate it to universities with the 
above recommendation," 

The matter is placed for information and approval. 

8 . To consider the following resolution received from the Indian School 

of International Studies regarding the propriety of Parliament discussing matter, 
impinging on the autonomy of a University institution. 

"RESOLVED that the Chairman, Inter-University Board of India discuss 
with the Chairman of the Rajya Sabha and the Speaker of the Lok - 
Sabha the question of evolving a parliamentary convention under whic' 
matters impinging on the autonomy of a University, like the medium 
of education, scope and quality of research and the appointment of 
teachers be not accepted or discussed in Parliament." 

EXPLANATORY NOTE ; During the lost six months, several questions have 
been raised in the Lok Sabha regarding the I.S.I.S. on more than 
half a dozen occasions. These questions mainly related to the 
medium of instruction, research and examination in the School. 

It was suggested by some M. P.s that we should switch over to 
Hindi and other Indian languages for all purposes. Questions 
have also been raised concerning the quantum, scope and quality 
of research done in the School, as well as on the qualification: 
of teachers. 

The Education Minister has robustly defended the right of the 
School as an autonomous University institution to take appro¬ 
priate decisions in all these matters. However, it would have 
been better if questions on the subjects were not accepted in 
the first instance by the Speaker. They might well have been 
disallowed on the ground that the Government of India cannot 
interfere in the affairs of an autonomous University institution 
in respect of academic matters. It would, therefore seem 
essential that, as in other countries with a parliamentary 
system of Government, particularly, in the United Kingdom, a 
parliamentary convention should be established under which such 
matters are not permitted to be raised in Parliament or 
discussed.

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A current trend In many 1 advanced countries Is to encourage 
the handicapped child to stay in the ordinary school. This is poss¬ 
ible only if the class teacher is conscious of and pays deliberate 
•attention to some of the problems of handicapped children. 

■ % To quote an instance, it is not always necessary for the 
partially sighted child to go to a special school. He could often 
be assisted by preferential seating, special lighting, provision of 
special desks or books etc. Similarly,the hard-of-hearing child cou¬ 
ld also be assisted by preferential seating, provision of hearing 
aids etc. 

A crippled child may only need a wheeled chair, a brace or 
a splint in order to be able to attend an ordinary school. One of the 
majgr problems that may arise from the presence of a handicapped chi¬ 
ld in the normal class room concerns the social and psychological 
acceptance of the handicapped child by other children. It also 
concerns the adjustment of the handicapped child to the class room 
environment. .Such an acceptance and adjustment could undoubtedly be 
promoted by an enlightened class room teacher. This has been demon¬ 
strated in many parts of the would. 

Many handicapping conditions develop insidiously. An alert 
class room teacher could, by warning appropriate medical authorities 
or parents, save a number of children from permanent disability. To 
quote an instance, if a child stumbles over objects, turns his head 
from side to side or is unusually sensitive to light, he may have a 
visual prublem. If a teacher were to notice such a condition and 
apprise appropriate authorities, such a child may escape the tragedy 
of permanent blindness. 

i 

In view of what has been said above, it is felt that all 
teachers should have some general acquaintance with the needs and 
potentialities of handicapped children. They should also be made 
aware of some of the conditions that indicate danger. Perhaps this 
could best be achieved by including a short course in the curriculum 
of degree and diploma courses in education offered by the various 
Universities. 11

The Board of Agricultural Education, I.C.A^ at its 
second meeting held in New Delhi on the 2nd and 3rd Augx^t, 
1966 had recommended that pure science graduates be encouraged 
to take admission in post-graduate courses in agriculture.' 

The recommendation of the Board was passes on to all the 
State Governments (except Jammu and Kashmir and Nagaland) and 
Universities having agriculture faculty for implementation. 

The recommendation was also considered by the Regional Adviso¬ 
ry Committees set up by the ICAR. The consencious of opinion 
was that while there may be no objection to admit pure science 
students to post-graduate agriculture studies, they should, 
put in three years instead of two years to make up deficienci¬ 
es in allied agril.sciences. It was suggested that the degree 
which is awarded to pure science/students who take agriculture 
subjects should be called M.Sc. in the subject concerned. It 
was also suggested that the Agriculture Graduates should also 
be admitted reciprocally to pure science and economics courses 
for i^aster's Degree. In most Universities, agricultural 
graduates are generally not^admitted to pure chemistry, pure 
Botany, pure economics and pure Zoolegy classes at present. 

The Standing Committee of I.C.a.x. for Agricultural 
education considered the matter in their meeting held on 
6.9.66 and recommened that the degree awarded to pure science 
students who take agriculture subjects in their post-graduate 
courses might be M.Sc. in the subject concerned instead of 
i v i. Sc. (Agriculture). The Committee further recommened that 
the question of admission of Agricultural graduates to post¬ 
graduate courses in pure sciences and economics etc. might be 
taken up with the Inter-University Board of India and Ceylon.

The need for carrying out surveys to assess the 
present use of land and to indicate how best it could 
be put to most fruitful use can hardly be over 
emphasised, especially during the acute problem of 
food shortages and continued pressure of growing 
population obtaining in the country at present. To 
achieve this, object, it is necessary to call upon 
the university to departments of Geography to under¬ 
take surveys for studying land use and for evaluating 
the potentiality of all available land resources of 
the country. Such studies will be extremely useful 
to planners in indicating how best to use the land 
for developing arable farming, animal husbandry, 
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fishing, mining, manufacturing industries, towns and 
yillages etc. If all university geography departments, 
pulling all their resources, take up the study of 
their surrounding regions, and prepare maos based on 
such suveys, it might be possible to cover the entire 
country in reasonably short time. 

The International Geographical Union has set up 
a Commis ion on World Land Use Survey which has 
recommended a system of land classification suitable 
for preparation of land use maps. 

On the lines of these recommendations, suitably 
modifying these to fit conditions obtaining in India, 
the National Atlas Organisation has drawn up a class- 
fication for preparation of land use maps of India. 

Copy of the same is reproduced below* It is request¬ 
ed that this classification may be adopted by all 
university geography departments for preparing land 
use maps of their respective areas. ^

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VII. LANGUAGE POLICY : 

1, To consider the following item received from the Gujarat University! 

"Resolved that this meeting of the Inter-University Board of 
India and Ceylon puts on record its appreciation of the 
Government of India's decision to encourage the publication 
of standard works of University level into Hindi and other 
regional languages, and requests them —- 

i) to review their policy in respect of the use of 
terminology so as to leave adequate freedom to the 
Universities in the use of terminology most suited 
to the genius of the regional language concerned 
instead of making the use of terminology evolved by 
the Commission for scientific and technical termi¬ 
nology, as a part of the conditions for financial 
assistance for publications in Indian languages;

VIII. THE EDUCATION COMMISSION AND THE IUB : 

1. To consider the recommendation of the Education Commission in 

respect of the Inter-University Board (Para No,13.64 of Chapter XIII of the 
Report): 


"In our opinion, the work of the IUB would be strengthened 
and made more effective if its membership is made automatic t6 
include all statutory universities and all institutions deemed 
to be universities under the UGC Act. At present, it Is open 
to the B^ard to admit or not to admit any university to its 
membership and it is also open to a university apply or not to 
apply for membership. Consequently, a number of universities 
in India are not members of the Board at present, whidh, in 
our view, only weakens its position. Wo, therefore, recommend 
that all statutory or deemed universities should become members 
of the Board automatically." 

NOTE : The item was considered by the Standing Committee at its 

meeting held on 5/6th August 1966 which decided as follows: 

"It was noted that the suggestion had been first made at the 
joint meeting between the Inter-University Board and the 
University Grants Commission in torch 1966 and that it had 
since been incorporated in the report of the Education 
Commission. 

The merits and demerits of the proposal were considered at 
great length. At the end it was resolved not to accept the 
proposal for the following reasons 

The most important problem in higher education, today, being 
the preservation of high academic standards, it is important 
that the issue of membership of the In^er-University Board 
should.be reviewed primarily from this angle. In the opinion 
of the Standing Committee the conditions laid down for the 
purpose of membership of the Board make only minimal demands 
upon universities as for instance, an autonomous structure; 
conformity to certain well-known standards of academic 
efficiency; a policy of open-door admission to all irrespec¬ 
tive of caste, creed and nationality; etc.. These demands 
are by no means so stringent as to leave out any university 
which aspires to be a university in the proper sense of the 
term. Indeed, not to insist on these demands being fulfilled 
would inevitably lead to the dilution of standards in the 
universities as well as within the ranks of the Inter- 
University Board. 

The University Grants Commission itself seems to be alive 
to the danger of universities being established without 
proper concern for standards. In the UGC Amending Bill 
which is now before Parliament it has been provided that no 
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new university will be entitled to central assistance unless 
it is set up with the concurrence of the UGC. There may be 
instances, however, where because of its peculiar consti* 
tutional obligations the UGC may not be in a position to 
object to the setting up of new universities or to the conti¬ 
nued assistance to the existing ones. In such a situation 
the existence of a voluntary body like the IU6 with the same 
objective of maintaining high standards should prove of 
inestimable value. 

Any comparison with a foreign country in this behalf would be 
fllisleading. In advanced countries university traditions have 
by now got so stabilised that the danger of dilution of 
standards exists more or,less nominally. In the Indian context, 
however, this is a real danger and in the opinion of the 
Standing Committee every possible resource should be used to 
ensure that high standards are always insisted upon. 

As the Inter-University Board develops to its full stature, 
its role of tendering advice to the UGC, the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the State Governments with regard to various academic 
matters is likely to grow in importance and amplitude. So far 
as the UGC is concerned, the dropping of Vice-Chancellors from 
that body by the recent amendment adds point to this consi¬ 
deration. The quality of this advice in turn will depend 
upon the quality of the membership of the Board. It is 
precisely for these reasons that the Inter-University Board 
is particular about admitting new universities to its member¬ 
ship. The Standing Committee therefore affirms that the 
procedure now adopted for admission of new members is the only 
right procedure to adopt." 

2. To consider the recommendations of the Education Coiranission in 

respect of the Inter-University Board (Para No.13.6b of Chapter XIII of the 
Report): 

"At present, each university has to give equivalence separately 
for each degree or diploma given by every other university and 
one of the functions of the IUB is "to assist Indian Universities 
in obtaining recognition for their degree, diplomas and exami¬ 
nations in other universities." We see no real justification for 
the Board undertaking this function. It involves considerable 
delays and hardships, especially when even brilliant students fail 
to get admission to certain universities for the simple reason that 
their degree has not been recognised. We recommend that the degrees 
or diplomas granted by a statutory or deemed university in India 
should receive automatic recognition from all other statutory or 
deemed universities. We may also point out that such recognition only 
confers ’eligibility' and does not in any way interfere with the 
right of the Universities to select students for admission. The 
good offices of the Board should in future be utilized only to 
secure recognition by foreign universities of the degrees, diplomas 
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and examination of Indian universities," 

NOTE: The item was considered by the Standing Committee at its 
meeting held on 14/15th October 1966 which decided as 
follows* 

"In considering this recommendation the Standing Committee 
would like to recall its views expressed at its last meeting 
on the subject of the membership of the IUB being automatic. 
The considerations which weighed with the Standing Commit¬ 
tee in the case of the other reeommendation are equally 
applicable to this recommendation, for membership of the 
IUB has in course of time come to mean recognition of one 
another's degrees and diplomas by member-universities* 

In the opinion of the Standing Committee, these two 
recommendations seem to contradict the whole tenor and argu¬ 
ment of the Education Commission with regard to higher 
education. The emphasis throughout the Report of the Com¬ 
mission falls on improving the quality of education and 
supporting the principle of selectivity, but the net 
result of implementing these two recommendations would be 
precisely the opposite. 

It is not without significance that it is the weaker amongst 
the universities that would stand to gain by the imple¬ 
mentation of these two proposals. To refer to some univer¬ 
sities as weaker than others is to call attention to the 
historical circumstances attendant upon their establishment* 
It is a well known fact that over the last decade or so 
not all universities have come into being on valid academic 
considerations. As far as the UGC is concerned it is 
obliged by its statutory position to recognise them and to 
assist them. But the IUB being a voluntary association of 
Universities is free to admit certain universities into its 
fold or to withold that admission till such time as the 
university seeking membership has attain'd that minimum 
level of academic efficiency which the IUB expects of its 
members. To seek to change this system which has been 
working quite satisfactorily would bo to the detriment of 
standards and would be to the disadvantage of those 
universities which over the years have been able to build 
up standards and want to maintain them, if not also improve 
them. 

In the opinion of the Standing Committee, therefore, the 
whole question of automatic membership and automatic recog¬ 
nition of degrees should be viewed from the point of view 
of such a step contributing to the preservation and promo¬ 
tion of academic standards. This indeed is the most 
important problem today in Indian higher education and the 
touchstone of all those innovations and experiments that 
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are sought to be introduced* Since the IUB visualises itscl 
as a body which seeks to uphold standards and to protect 
university autonomy, it is opposed to these two recommen¬ 
dations made by the Education Commission. 

In saying that "such recognition only confers ‘Eligibility 1 
and does not in any way interfere with the right of 
admission” the Education Commission is presumably referring 
to such outstanding students as may happen to pass out from 
universities which are not members of the IUB and who to 
that extent find it difficult to get admission to other 
universities. In the very nature of things these would be 
exceptional cases and they should be dealt within an 
exceptional way. It must be remembered however that 
according to our present methods of evaluation, imperfect 
and imprecise as these are, it would not be possible to 
extend this kind of exceptional treatment to all students 
from such universities. Cases are not unknown where 
students from one university migrate to another university 
and return to the same university with a record of 
performance completely out of proportion to their earlier 
record. Such things need to be curbed in the interest of 
maintenance of standards and this indeed is the main consi¬ 
deration which has led the Standing Committee to disagree 
with the recommendation of the Education Commission in 
regard to automatic recognition being given to all degrees 
of all statutory and deemed universities. 

Recognition of degrees and diplomas is one of the academic 
duties of every university. Very often they discharge this 
duty themselves, but sometimes they refer the matter to the 
IUB for advice and opinion. If and when they do, the IUB 
makes available to them whatever expertise it has acquired 
over the years with regard to the evaluation of degrees and 
courses and it is for the universities to accept the advice 
or reject it. To ask the IUB not to assist the universities 
even when advice is asked for is to ask the IUB not to 
render a service to its members which would be contrary to 
the ideals it stands for." 

3. To consider the relationship between the Inter-University Board 

and the University Grants Commission. 

NOTE ? At the Mysore meeting early this year, the following 
memorandum was passed by the Board and submitted to 
the Education Commission on this subject.

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"It is difficult to draw a precise line of demarcation between 
the functions and activities of the Inter-University Board and 
the University Grants Commission. That is because the IUB 
being a voluntary organisation of universities in India, 
strictly speaking there is nothing that is outside the purview 
of this Board. In other words, the IUB deals with all those 
problems on the national level which the universities have to 
face on a local level. Perhaps the best illustration of what 
has been said above will be provided by the range and variety 
of items in the agenda of the 41st Annual Meeting of the Board. 

At the same time it has to be recognised that the UGC is a 
statutory body set up to co-ordinato and maintain standards 
and to assist universities with grants. That the UGC has 
played its assigned role quite satisfactorily ever since its 
establishment is also recognised by all. For the sake of 
record however it would be appropriate to reproduce In full 
the functions assigned to the Inter-University Board at the 
time of its establishment. These are as followss-

Of the nine functions enumerated above it is only functions 
Nos.l and 4 where there is some overlapping between the func¬ 
tions of the UGC and the IUB. It will also be seen that one 
function that the IUB cannot perform at any stage is tho giving 
of grants to universities for the simple reason that it has no 
money to give. This is the exclusive function of the UGC and 
so many of its other functions flow from this basic function.^. 


To act as an Inter-University Organisation and Bureau of 
information. 

To facilitate exchange of members of the teaching and 
research staff. 

To serve as an authorised channel of communication and 
facilitate co-ordination of University work. 

To co-ordinate the courses of study among the Universities 
and co-operate with other Universities or Bodies in 
matters of common interest. 

To appoint or recommend where necessary a common represent 
tative of the Board at any Commonwealth or International 
Conference on higher education. f 

To assist Indian Universities in obtaining recognition 
for their degrees, diplomas and examinations in otfher 
universities. 

To act as an Appointments * Bureau for Indian Universities. 

To establish and maintain a Sports Organisation for 
promoting Sport in Indian Universities. 

To act as a liaison between the Universities and the 
Government of India, and between Universities and the 
Grants Commission and other bodies as may be established. 
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Similarly, the II® has one function which is the exclusive 
to it and that is the function of "Recognition and Equi¬ 
valence and Evaluation," This is a function which the IUB 
has performed for the past four decades quite successfully 
and if some of the present trends of thinking within the IUB 
fructify, this function of the Board is likely to become more 
and more systematised and scientific. Indeed, some form of 
accreditation is under active consideration. 

To come to those functions which are common to both the UGC 
and the IUB, the correct thing to do would be to coordinate 
the activities of both the bodies in such a way that they 
complement each other's work and between them help to raise 
and maintain high academic standards. 

How precisely co-ordination is to be achieved in this field 
and some other fields is a matter that needs some examination. 
One possible way can be periodic meetings between the Chairman 
and the Secretaries of both the bodies. Whether these 
meetings should be monthly or quarterly or more frequent (or 
infrequent) is a matter of detail and can be settled in the 
light of experience. But it is important that some institu¬ 
tional device be thought out to bring about close coordi¬ 
nation between the activities of those bodies. 

An alternative device can be for a convention to be evolved 
whereby the President of the IUB or his nominee can be 
invited as an Observer to the UGC meetings and the Chairman 
of the UGC or his nominee can be invited to meetings of the 
Standing Committee of the IUB. (No suggestion with regard to 
the annual Board meeting is being made in this regard because 
the Chairman, the Secretary and some other officials of the 
UGC are invariably invited to the annual meeting of the IUB). 

The need for having such channels of communication between the 
two bodies is so imporatnt that it cannot be over emphasised.

The Education Commission however have not discussed 
this question anywhere in tne Report. In view of the 
importance of the subject it is submitted fox consi¬ 
deration age. in. 


4. * * To consider the following recommendations of the Education Comrais*' 

Sion in Rara No.13.46 of the Report reproduced belows- 

"13.46. Convocations* We would like to make a comment on the convo¬ 
cation functions in our universities and colleges, as at present orga¬ 
nized. The degrees are conferred on students on masse and provide 
little sense to real participation to them and do not, therefore, serve 
much useful purpose. A reform in its ritual and procedure appears to be 
necessary. The IUB would do well to appoint a committee to go into the 
various aspects of this matter including the question of academic dress. 
The hood and gown are inconvenient and even incongruous in the Indian 
setting and climate. We note that many countries e.g., the USSR & Japan, 
do not require any particular academic dress to be worn by new graduates 
receiving degrees at a convocation."

in the National Food Production Drive," 

„ ^ (Ministry of Irrigation & Power) 

Note:- 

1* Explanatory note received from the 
Ministry is reproduced below ;- 

"The Symposium on Food Production organis¬ 
ed at Delhi on the occasion of the 38th Annual 
iMeeting of the Central Board of Irrigation and 
Power (November 6-8, 1966) in which engineers, 
agronomists and a number of progressive of 
farmers participated, recommended, inter alia , 
that students of engineering colleges, schools 
and polytechnics could well apply themselves to 
the basic tasks essential for quick and scien¬ 
tific development of irrigation in project 
commands, 

(2) One of the main obstacles in the way of 
prompt and full utilisation of irrigation wate~ 
conserved at great expense in the numerous rive 
valley projects dotted all over India, is the 
tardiness in the preparation of dry areas for 
irrigated agriculture by digging water-courses, 
taking off from government-made channets, to 
feed the fields. The tasks involve levelling, 
terracing, contour bunding, laying out the 
routes of water courses to the fields, etc. 
These call for survey, alignment of channels, 
marking, estimating and allied engineers 1 jobs 
which every student of engineering is taught 
and is expected to perform in his engineering 
career. 

(3) Engineering institutions hold survey 
Camps annually where the students are called 
upon to apply their classroom knowledge in the 
field. In the present emergency, these 
practical courses could be directed to imple¬ 
menting the vast programmes in project which w- 
ould need an army of engineers to execute, in 
a reasonable time. 



(4) These tasks are within the competence of 
engineering students who have done theoretical 
lessons. The undertaking of field work of 
immediate and actual utility will promote, 
among the students, a sense of responsibility 
and achievement. 


(5) The cumulative effort of hundreds of 
students all over the country should help in 
substantially promoting the full utilisation 
of irrigation supplies and in the preparation 
of dry lands on scientific lines for irrigated 
farming. Thereby, they would be contributing 
their mite for increasing food production. 

(6) Students of agriculture may also perform 
their practical courses on similar lines and 
they also may be encouraged to spend their 
vacations in Project areas, analysing soils, 
advising cultivators on the use of different 
types of fertilisers, methods of applying 
fertilisers, use of irrigation facilities, appl¬ 
ication of pesticides, and generally educating 
the farmer in scientific agriculture. 

(7) The impact of the continued Presence and 
intimate association of educated young men 
among the rural folk is not to be underrated 
either. They may help not only in modernising 
agriculture so vitally necessary for our economy, 
but also create a new awakening in the rural 
masses. further, the direct contact with the 
peasants will also enable the students to get an 
idea of what is best and of lasting value in the 
traditional practices of our agriculturists. 

(8) In the field of medicine, many of the 
States have planned for compulsory rural prac¬ 
tice for a limited period for fresh medical 
graduates. during the present emergency, stud¬ 
ents of engineering may be induced, with 
incentives and encouragement, to devote them¬ 
selves, in the course of completion of their 
studies, to the urgent national task of increa¬ 
sing agricultural production*. 
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(9) The expenditure over and above that 
required for the usual Annual burvey Camps may 
be met by the College authorities either by 
obtaining additional grants for the purpose 
from the State Education Departments or from 
the Block Development funds. Some of the Zila 
Parishads/Panchayat Samitis and the more 
progressive among the village Panchayats might 
also be prepared to make funds available for 
financing the works to be executed by the 
engineering students."

Union Minister for Education, Ministry of Education, 

New Delhi is reproduced below 

"At a meeting of the Standing Committee held at 
Delhi some days ago, the question of financial assistance 
to the Inter-University Board by the Ministry of Education 
came up for consideration. According to the information 
available with us, the system of grant to the Inter-University 
Board does not seem to have been clearly defined at any stage. 
For the last several years the arrangement seems to have been 
that subjects to a certain •oiling laid down in your own budget 
the Ministry of Education meets the deficit of the Inter- 
University Board at the end of the financial year. This 
however has not always been observed. At least at one 
occasion (in the year 1962) a sum of more than Hs.5,000/- 
was refunded to the Ministry of Education as it was found 
to be in excess. At the same time, in certain years, 
particularly in the year 1965-66, the entire deficit was 
not met. 
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Another factor that came to our notice was that 
partly for reasons within our own organisation and partly 
for reasons within your Ministry, the grant is not paid till 
towards the eridT of the financial year resulting in 
serious limitations to its being put to effective use* 

In the light of those factors and our desire to 
improve the working of the Inter-University Board both 
in terms of functioning and areas of activity, the 
Standing Committee resolved as follows:- 

"Resolved to write to the Ministry of Education 
proposing that in view of the expanding activities of 
the Board and the role that it was expected to play 
in the field of higher education, the Ministry 
should give an annual grant equal to what the 
universities themselves subscribe to the Inter- 
University Board as well as the Inter-University 
Sports Board, their attention being drawn to the 
Report of the Education Commission that- In order to 
carry out its functions, "the Board should be 
strengthened financially and enabled to maintain an 
adequate secretariat. 

Resolved further that the Chairman should write to 
the Minister of Education along these linos". 

In accordance with the above decision, I am to 
request you to kindly -have the matter examined so that the 
basis of grant for the future might be negotiated afresh 
on the lines indicated above. 

' I am sending a copy of this letter to Dr. C.D. Deshmukh^i 
Vice-Chancellor, Delhi University, Delhi with the request 
that he should arrange to see you and discuss this matter 
in further detail.”

received in reply to the above letter from Sh.Bhakt Darshan, 
Dy. Union Minister for Education is as follows: 

• "Kindly refer to your letter No.44-T/66-67/4201 
dated August 31, 1966, addressed to Shri Chaglaji, 
regarding grant of financial assistance to the Inter- 
University Board by the Ministry of Education. As he is 
indisposed, I am replying on his behalf. 

We have very carefully examined the Board's proposal 
that the Ministry should give an annual grant equal to 
what the Universities themselves subscribe to the Board, 
as well as to the Inter-University Sports Board. I am 
afraid it will be difficult to agree to this proposal 
without knowing the exact requirements of the Board. The 
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Ministry can, however, consider giving grants to the 
Board, subject to availability of funds for meeting 
expenditure on approved activities and projects, I 
would, therefore, suggest that the Board may frame a 
programme and budget proposals for 1967-68 and the 
Secretary of the Board may discuss them with Shrf Pandey> 
Joint Secretary in this Ministry. i 

It has also been noticed that the Inter-University 
Board is not registered under the Societies Registration 
Act. As it is necessary that the institutions, which 
get grants from the Government, should have a legal 
entity, you may kindly advise the Secretary of the Board 
to take action to get it registered.

in that Office Memorandum will remain unchanged for the period from 1.12.65 
to 28.2.1966. 

5. Government servants who wore in service on 1st December, 1965 or 

1st August 1966 but whose services were terminated prior to issue of those 
orders whether for disciplinary reasons or on account of resignation, retirement 
death or discharge on termination of sanctioned posts will also be paid 
revised dearness allowance at the appropriate rates shown above. 

6. In so far as the persons serving in the Indian Audit and Accounts 
Department are concerned, these orders issue in consultation with the 
Comptroller and Auditor General of India.
